NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 28 th April 1972 

S.O. 323(E).—The following draft of a scheme further to amend the Calcutta 
Dock Clerical and Supervisory Workers (Regulation of Employment) Scheme, 
1970, which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Dock Workers (Regulation of 
Employment) Act, 1948 (9 of 1948), Is published as required by the said sub-section 
for the Information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 17th 
June, 1972. 
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Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with' 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be taken into considera¬ 
tion by the Central Government. 


Drajt Scheme 

1. This Scheme may be called the Calcutta Dock Clerical and Supervisory 
Workers (Regulation of Employment) Amendment Scheme, 1972. 

2. In the Calcutta Dock Clerical and Supervisory Workers (Regulation of 
Employment Scheme, 1970,— 

hj in clause 13,— 

(a) in sub-clause (2), in item (b), in sub-item (ii), the sentence beginning 

with the words ‘All Assistant Supervisors” and ending with the 
words ‘‘in this Register” shell be omitted; 

(b) for the “Note” below, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Note, — (i) The names of all Chief Clerks and Senior Supervisors shall be 
entered directly in Register ‘A’ under the sponsoring employers concerned. The 
names of all Assistant Supervisors who were employed on contract or monthly 
basis at the time of commencement of the Scheme shall also be entered directly in 
Register ‘A’. The names of all other Assistant Supervisors (who are on other 
than monthly terms of employment) at the time of commencement of the Scheme 
and whose names are not included in Register ‘A’ by the employers shall be 
entered in Register ‘B’ initially. The Chairman thereafter shall, within a stipulated 
time to be determined by him, allocate to Register ‘A’ under the different employers 
all such Assistant Supervisors whose names are initially entered in Register ‘B’. 
The criteria for such allocation shall primarily be the amount of shipping business 
transacted in the port by Individual employers. 

(ii) Dock Clerical and Supervisory Workers who are at present employed on 
casual and minimum guarantee basis by the Shipping Companies or Steamer 
Agents shall be free to join Register ‘B’ If they are not Included in Register ‘C’ 
by their present employers. 

(ill) Any worker, who before the introduction of the Scheme, was under any 
settlement or award of an Industrial Tribunal, in receipt of or entitled to benefits 
higher than those admissible to workers in Register ‘B’ or any worker who was 
otherwise wrongly placed In Register ‘B’ at the commencement of the Scheme 
may be transferred by the Board from Register ‘B’ to Register ‘A’ of the Registered 
Employer who sponsored the worker for Initial registration under the scheme and 
any such transfer may be given eifect to from the date of the commencement of 
the Scheme”; 

(21 in clause 14, in sub-clause (2) for the words ‘‘the Board shall arrange” 
the words “Subject to the provisions of clause 13 the Board shall arrange” shall 
be substituted; 

(3) in clause 16, in sub-clause (8) for item (b) the following item shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely:— 

“Each employer of such workers shall be required to be registered under 
the Scheme and shall supply to the Board a list showing the names 
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of such workers and any other particulars pertaining to them that 
the Board may require”; 

(4) in Schedule III— 

(a) in para 1, relating to ‘Chief Clerk’, for item (a) the following item 

shall be substituted, namely:—■ 

“To supervise and be incharge of all documentation work performed on 
the ships and in connection with receipt and delivery of cargo in 
shed”; 

(b) in para 3, relating to ‘Assistant Clerk’ for item (ij, the following shall 

be substituted, namely:—• 

‘‘To carry out any other order given by the Chief Clerk with regard to 
loading or unloading of a ship receipt or delivery of cargo in shed 
and preparation and maintenance of documents."
